MounT PLEASANT (Pa.,) “April 4.— 
[By the Associated Press.) The situa- 
tion in the coke regions is not materi- 
ally changed, ‘The feeling prevails 
that as as the militia remains 
there will be no more lawlessness.

Every precaution bas been taken to 
prevent trouble at Scottdale today. 
Saloons have been closed. Five com- 
panies of the E.ghteenth Regiment, 
under command oi Col. Smith, are now 
on the ground. From 9 o’ciock yester- 
day worning until 10 o’ciock today au 
unbroken line of ioreiguers, about one 
in tep of whom could speak English, 
filed around the bier where the dead lay. 
Subs aud groans were heard on every 
side. Crowds collected about the cloth- 
ing which the victims had last worn.

FUNERAL OF THE VICTIMS. 

SCOTTDALE, (Pa.,) April 4.—The 
special tuueral trait bearing the bod- 
ies of seven victims of the Morewood 
shooting arrived here at 3:20 p. m. 
The public square was not spacious 
enough to hold the great crowds of peo- 
ple. ‘The procession moved at 40’clock 
beaded by two bands. There were fully 
8000 people atthe depot, but scarcely 
ualf Luis uumber went to the cemetery, 
and alarge wajority of those that did 
follow the remains were Poles, Slavs 
and Hungariaus. American flags were 
conspicuvus, aud a pumber cf delega- 
tivus carried banners. The workmen 
nearly all wore badges and crépe. 

Father Lambing aud Schmeigle con- 
ducted the funeral services according 
to the rites of the Catholic church and 
Father Schmeigie delivered an ad- 
dress in the Polish language, coun- 
selling his countrymen to. return 
peaceably to their homes; to commit 
bo breach of the law and abstain from 
intoxicants and shun saloons. Rev. 
Mr. Lambing made a brief address in 
English to the same effect. There 
was not the least disturbance, and 
everything passed off in a manner 
creditable to the workmen. 

After the funeral a great mass-meet- 
ing was held at Everson. The speeches 
were conservative in tone, but the men 
were encouraged to remain stea:tfast. 
The responsibility of the Morewood 
shooting, Vice-President Penna said, 
was on the shoulders of the guards and 
coke companies.

In the Mount 
Pieasant Bank is a large list of depos- 
itors whose saviugs range from $60 to

THE SUGAR TRUST. 


Havemeyer Denies the Combine to 
Put Up Prices. 

New York, April 4.—({By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Sugar Trust Com- 
mittee of the State Senate met again 
today. ‘Theodore Havemeyer of the 
American Sugar Refining Company 
said he had nothing to do with Oah- 
tornia refineries. There was nothing’ 
in the report that the refineries were 
going to combine and raise prices. The | 
cost of refining here is greater than in 
apy other country. 

A letter was handed to the witness 
and be was asked toread it and tell 
what he thought of it. The letter 
was addressed to the chairman of the 
Sugar Trust lnvestigation Committee, 
It stated that last week an agreemen} 
was entered into between the Sugar 
Trust and all otber American retine- 
ries on the one part and ali the princi- : 
pai wholesale grocers of the United 
States on the second part; that Amer- 
ican refineries are to pay the grocers 
+ of 1 ceut per pound together with 
l per cent. discountif bilis for sugar 
are paid within one week from date of 
sale. In return the grocers pledged 
themselves not to purchase any foreign 
reliued sugar. Havemeyer said the 
whoie thing was a lie. | 

Jobn E. Searles, treasurer of the old 
trust, expressed the opinion that if the 
manufacture of sugar in this country 
was under one management itcould be 
supplied the public ata cheaper rate 
and with more protit to the refiner 
than through single operations. 

A long discussion took place as to 
the production of the corporation’s 
books in the course of which 
Attorney Root remarked that he did 
not see why the committee wanted to 
examine the books anybow. Senator 
Irwin flared up at this and toid the 
sugar people several things, among 
otbers that it is reported that the 
trust’sdividends are made by opera- 
tions in Wali street. 

. O. Havemevyer sharply inter- 
jected: ‘Such talk is all rot.” 

Senator Irwin replied: “If I had 
proof of all I heard all ought to be in 
States prison.”’ 

Thereupon Mr. T. A. Havemeyer in 
great anger and objected to the chair- 
inan acting as judge before the case 
was tried. 

Searles went onto say that to his 
knowledge there was no agreement for 
a division of country between Spreck- 
els and thetrust. The Hayemeyers, 
he believed, had made a sort of agree- 
ment of a personal nature with Spreck- 
eis that did not affect the company. 

Harry O. Havemeyer was called 
under a subpeena ordering bim to pro- 
duce the books of the constituent com- 
panies. He said be was unable to do 
so; that they were in New Jersey, and 
although he was president of the com- 
pany, he could not bave them brought 
here as they were the property of a 
corporation. Adjourned.

VOLUNTEERS PLENTY BUT WAR 
VERY IMPROBABLE. 


Rudini Says He Is Friendly to This 
Country-—lItalians in New 
York Insult the Stars 
and Stripes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINOTON, April 4.—[By the As- 
sociated lress.| Volunteers for ser- 
vice in army in case of war are still 
comingin to the War Department. 
Acting Secretary Grant today received 

legrams from Alabama, Muggourt 
and South Dakota to the effect thas 
the senders were prepared to bring 
large numbers of volunteers to the 
Government service. 

lt is again announced that the State 
Department bas nothing to make pub- 
lic respecting the Italian correspond- 
ence. The excitement in diplomatioe 
circles over Baron Fava’s recall bas 
subsided. The incident will, itis be- 
lieved, take its pluce in the ordinary 
calendar of other’ diplomatic matters 
whose disposition is usualiy character- 
ized by deliberation and patient in- 
vestigation. 

New York, April 4.—The Mail and 
Express bas a cable trom Rome on the 
present situation. Friends of the cor- 
respondent aud Premier di Rudini ob 
tained a statement trom D: Rudini. 
The premier said he barbored none but 
the most friendly sentiments toward 
the United States. These really bad 
been disturbed by the action which he 
telt cailed upon to take as repre- 
senting Italian people, upon 
ing officially made acquainted 
with .the New Orfeans affair 
and position which JBlaine_ was 
obliged to take in the matter. He had 
no intention of pushing any demands 
be bad made, but only protest against 
whathe was led to believe at‘the time 
was neglect on the part ofthe United 
States to protect the lives of Italian 
citizens in America under the provis- 
ions of treaty. He expressed himself 
as aware that to doauytbing more at 
this juncture would be a grave error ou 
bis part, as he had perfect cofidence in 
the sincerity aud justice of the United 
States. 

Finally, be said: “I am now simply 
waiting further details of the New Or- 
leans affair, characters of the slain 
men; of the Louisiana authorities and 
of the intention of the United States 
Government, but whatever these may 
be, lam quite sure that settlement 
thoroughly satisfactory to both parties 
will be found, and thatthe friendship 
which binds the two nations togethes 
will remain unaltered and secure.”’

GOLD-BRICK SWINDLE, 


Tough Story on Tom Fitch, the 
Silver-tongued. 

The San Francisco Examiner of Friday 
contains the following “tough” story about 
Tom Fitch, the peripatetic orator of the 
Coast:

THE RANCHERS «IN SESSION 


Opinion Divided as to the Best 
Means to Accomplish Desired 
Results—Resolutions 
Adopted. 


‘The farmers and ranchers of Los Angeles 
county, or at least some of them, met in 
convention yesterday to discuss the matter 
of reclamation districts. The gathering 
was in maoy ways an interesting one. The 
that was talked over was one of 
importance. The men who camein from 
their ranches and their suburban homes to 
hold a consultation were so.id and substan- 
tial citize.s. ‘They were men of pronounced 
views, and they knew how to expound 
their views. ‘Ihe result was that the m 
ing wasalively one. There was a differ- 
ence of opinion among some, and it took 
quite atime to reconcile the men of differ- 
ent minds, The happy result was finally 
revched, however, much to the satisiaction 
of all, 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday wor:ing the court- 

room of Department Five was crowded with 
farmers, who had dssewbled pursuant toa 
cali to participate in the meeting, Every 
seat in the courtroom was occupied and in 
the aisies and lobby a number stood for 
want of seats. Some of those in the throng 
had been regularly chosen as delegates from 
their respective districts, Others came of 
their own accord to act independently in 
the convention on their own responsibility 
and in their own behalf. 
At 1l0o’clock Supervisor Davis, who had 
signed his uame to the call fur the meeting, 
rapped on atavie fur order. A hush fell 
upon the assembiage, and when qu et 
reigned Mr. Davis stated briefly the object 
for which the gathering was convened. 

Mr. Vavis said thatit bad Deen thought 
best to dignify the gathering by calling it 
conveition mstead of a mass-meeting. 
The idea was ave accredited deiecates 
sent tothe convention for the purpose of 
forming reciamation districts unjer the act 

d at the last session of the Legislature, 
ve of the principal objects was to obtain 
an interchange of views upon the subject 
which was really one of vital importauce, 
WHAT WAS FIRST NECESSARY. 

ln order to open a chanpel for the dis- 
posal of storm-water which would protect 
property it was found primarily necessary 
to flud out what was to be done and where 
relief was needed first, It was evident 
from the experience in the past few years 
that sumethinpg must be done to protect 
property from the devastating floods, What 
was really needed was the matter for the 
convention to discuss. 

The first order of business was the elec- 
tion of a chairm :p. 

Mr. Venabeot Downey was placed in 
nomination, as was also Co], M. Mudge of 
Compton, and Supervisor Davis. . 

Col. Mudge withdrew his name and sec- 
onded the nomination of Supervisor Davis. 

ln withdrawing bis name Mr, Mudge said 
that Supervisor D..vis had made a study of 
the subject ef reciaination, and he was 
therefore in favor of making him the chair- 
man of thec: nvention. 

A CHAIRMAN ELECTED. 

Supervisor D.vis was unanimously 
chosen, Col, Mudge putting the question to 
a vote. 

Henry Harrison was unanimously chosen 
to act as secretary, no other candidate being 
placed in the fieid against 

- _ ‘Phen the first difference of opinion man- 

ifested itecif. J. W. Bacheller moved that 
the convention organize as a mass-meeting 
in order that all interested parties might be 
allowed and enabied to participate without 
regard to delegates who had been regulariy 
chosen to represent certain districts, 

An amendment to the effect that dele- 
gates only be allowed to Vote was made, 

Then came confusion. Four or five strong, 
Atalwart iruit-raisers wanted to speak at 
‘once. Chairmin Davis rapped for order, 
and when he gotit he recognized Mr, Wai- 


n. 

Mr. Walton was in favor of a mass con- 
vention, The meeting, he thought, was not 
an executive one but merely an advisory 
session, 

George H, Peck of El Monte indorsed Mr. 
Walton’s views. 

Col. Mudge of Compton favored the idea 
of hearing from elected delegates. He was 
against the mass convention idea. He 
therefore moved as a substitute for every- 
thing that a committee on credentials be 
appuinted. 

Then came more confusion and quite a 
wrangle. Finally the substitute and the 
amendment weré both voted down. ‘The 
delegates decided to hear from every one 
and everybody who desired to talk. They 
thereupon resulved themselves into a m 
sonvention, 


THE BALL OPENS. 


The real business of the meeting was in-. 


augurated by H. C. Diliou of Cerritos, who 
introduced the following resoiution: 

“Kesolved, that it is the sense of this con- 
vention that all of the lands overflowea by 
the flvods of the Sau Gabriel Kiver and its 
tributaries shouid be ewbr ced in one rec- 
lomation disirict, under the management of 
one set of officers; and that the work of re- 
claiming the said lands, under the act of 
March 10, 1891, commonly known as the 
Rec:amation Act, should be carried on 
under the supervision of one competent en- 
gineer, and according toa plan that sbould 
be uniform throughout the district.” 

This resolution surely did open the ball 
in earnest. ‘Ihere were a pumber presen: 
who wanted more than one district created, 
and they all jumped to their feet and ciam- 
for 

Jhairman Davis recognized George H. 
Peck of Ei Monte. Mr. Peck had his 
hands a long report from an engineer upon 
the fluods and damage caused by the over- 
flow of the San Gabriel River in the past, 
accomp:nied witha diagram. The report 
and diagram were neither of them germain 
to the subject under discussion, Mr, Peck 
started to read the report. He read for ten 
minutes. The meeting listened patiently 
and in sileace during this time. 

MR. PECK PERSISTS. 

Then the delegates grew restiess, An at- 
tempt to choke Mr. Peck off failed. He 
had determined to read the report through, 
and he did. 

Haviig triumphed over the uneasy del- 
@gates Mr. Peck sat down but not before he 
had made amendment to Mr. Dillon’s res> 
lution, to the « fect that betore any work be 
doné a thorough survey be made by a board 
of three competent engineers appointed vy 
the supervisors. 

Tu 8s ameudment caused sarcastic criti- 
cism by Mr. Peck. One gentiemen said be 
Was surprised thatiie had made such an 
amendment, The Board of Supervisors he 
claimed bad no power to employ engineers 
for such a purpose. 

Mr. Peck wassat Upon, the chairman 
ruling bis ameudment outof order, 

__ Theuc me a great big, large, juaty, kick, 
Mr. Diliou had ieft the Los Angeies Kiver 
without the sc.-pe of his resvlution,. 
Une delegate aruse and ‘excitedly de- 
manded that it be included in the resolu- 
tion. He made au amendment to that 


effect. 

Another delegate did not want the Los 
Angeles River included, and so. it went. 
Some did and some didn’t. 

Mr. Dilion opposed the amendment on 
the ground that be thought it would be bet- 
ter to form two reclamation districts, one 
for the San Gabriel and one fur the Los 
Angeles Kiver. 

THE ACTION THOUGHT PREMATURE. 

A deiegate from Sap Antonio with a 
stout voice opposed. the resolution and the 
amendments offered. He thought the ac- 
thon ~contempiated..was preniature, ana 
would result only in creating expensive 
offic:s which no men or set of men could 
fiii satisfactorily. 

This de egate favored letting each prop- 
_ @rty-owner lovk after the uncertain river 
rivers which thréatened bis property. 
© was not in favor of i cluding ali South- 
ern California in one district. 

Mr. Dillon finally said that he thought it 
would be a good idea to appuint a commit- 
tee of one wember from each of the affected

districte to consider the question as to how. 
Many districts should be created. 

Mr. Warton was in favor of only one dis- 
trict. He owned land that the Los An- 
geles, the San Gabriel andthe New rivers 
all effected.

He thought that niore than one 
engineer shouid be employed on the work. 

MR. WARDELL ANGRY. 

Mr. Wardell of Duarte was mad at the 
delay and useless Dickering indulged in.

THE COMPHKOMISE ADOPTED, 

Thecowpromise measure of Mr. Eberle 
was then adopted.

Miller the Highwayman Held 


to Answer. 


HE IS TAKEN BACK TO ARIZONA 


Testimony of Dr. Hurley of San Ber- 
nardino—In the Superior Courts 
~—Divorce Granted—New 

Suits. 


Henry Miller, the stage robber and all- 
around highwayman, whose arrest was 
exciusively chrowicied in Tus Times @ 
week ago this moruing, is now en route to 
Arizona, 

Miller left the city at 5:10 o’clock last 
evening in the custody of United States 
Marshal George E.G.rd. He will be taken 
to Piwenix, the capital of the Territory. 
There he will stand trial in the United 
States Cuurt upon a chargeof assaulting 
the stage driver and robbing the United 
States mail. If he is convicted the law pre- 
scribes his punishment at imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for life. 

Yesterday morning Miller had his pre- 
liminary examination before United States 
Commissioner Van Dyke. The -resuit of 
that examiuation was that Miler was held 
on the above charge, aud bis bail was fixed

TWO FIRES, 


A Small Dwelling and a Business 
Block Fartial y Burned. 

For some months past the fire department 
of this city has bad an easy time, and it was 
beginning to look as if a fire could not 
occur again, but in the language of the 
hayseed journali8t, the old fieud got in his 
work on the boys in great shape and kept 
them on the jump from early in the evening 
until midnight. When the first alarm was 
turned in fora little fireon Winston street

The first floor is occupied by H. B. Bart- 
ning’s cuffee, spice sud tea house, and the 
second aud floors by the Freeman 
printing and bovk bindery. ‘The fire 
started in the reer of the building in 
an -old elevator, but what caused it 
is a wystery. The fire ranged up and 
soon spread over the third floor, but it was 
so located thatit took the firemen some 
time to reach it, and at one time it looked as 
if the whoie bluck would go, The firemen 
forced their way through the rear 
portion of the building and finaliy suc- 
ceeded in putting a couple of streams on 
the third fluor. Aimest everything in the 
printing house wasa total loss from the 
tire, anu the water damaged the coffee, teas 
and spices to a considerable extent on the 
first fluor. 

It wae impossible to correctly estimate 
the loss last night, but.$15,000 will probably 
covereverything ipcluding the damage to 
the building. oth building and stock are 
fully insured.

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A LABOR CRISIS IN SAN FRAN. 
CISCO, 


It looks as if the dispute between 
capital and labor would shortly be 
brought to acrisis in San Francisco. 
According to reports from that city, 
vouched for by the Chronicle, employ- 
ers of labor have thrown down the 
gauntlet to organizations and the 
declaration has been made in terms 80 
plain that it is impossible to enter- 
tain any misnnderstanding on the 
subject. The coming struggle is 
likely to throw the long strike of the 
jron-mou!ders entirely in the shade, as 
itis expected that every branch of or- 
ganized labor will now take part. 

The issue has been joined by the 
Box Manufacturers’ Association. For 
weeks the employés of the San Fran- 
cisco box facicries have been endeav- 
oring, Without success, to unionize the 
Various shops. Now the association 
has brought matters to a crisis by 
openly defying the Boxmakers’ Union 
and the Council of F@derated Trades. 
The manager of the Truckee box fac- 
tory discharged ten of his men on 
‘luursday, giving as his reason that 
they were unien men, and offering to 
reinstate them if they would leave the 
union. A member of the Federated 
Trades said to a Chronicle Xeporter:

tHE STRIKE AND THE BOYCOTT— 
EIGHT MONTHS OF FAILURE, 


Eight months ago—on the 5th day of 
August, 1890—a strike of union com- 
positors occurred in the officeof THe 
TIMES. 

The strike was notoriously without 
any adequate cause or provocation, as 
many of the strikers have since freely 
admitted. “ 

The rupture has never been healed, 
though the ‘“‘difliculty”’ was long since 
settled so far as this office is ocon- 
cerned. 

To review the facts and circum- 
stances afresh is now again inorder, in 
view of the frequent and malicious at- 
tempts made by professional boycotters 
and labor agitators, controlling a buck- 
etful ot type, to obscure the real issue 
and deceive the public. 

The walk-out took place about 5 
o’clock in the evening of the day 
named, though the men of THe TIMES 
force bad done no work whatever dur- 
ing that day, thus anticipating the 
action of the union, which ordered the 
strike at the hour named. 

The entire force in tb mposing- 
room marched out, without having 
been discharged, and with scarce an 
hour’s notice to the proprietors, who 
were left in a lurch for the time being. 

The men abandoned good situations, 

wherein they had always been paid 
liberally. No question of wages, hours 
ot labor, regularity and promptness of 
payments, or even of trades-unionism, 
was involved. Tne Times had always 
paid its workmen the highest prevail- 
ing rate of wages, and the oflice was 
recognized among the craft as belong- 
ing in the list of sound and reliable 
establishments. 
» The strike was precipitated by the 
greed and rashness of the extremists im 
the Typographical Union, among 
whom were numerous “road runners’’ 
or walking delegates, some of them not 
even citizens, and many of them ex- 
ceedingly indifferent workmen. 

These men, and others like them, 
by their persistent and pernicious ac- 
tivity and bulldozing tactics, suc- 
ceeded in dragging the resident print- 
ers—the more just and conservative 
members—into the vortex along with 
themselves, coercing them into taking 
a disastrous step against their better 
judgment. 

It istrue that the matter of wages 
had been under discussion between 
employer and employé, and the ques- 
tion of a needed moderate reduction 
had been broached by all the newspa- 
per proprietors in the city. But the 
proposition bad been rejected by 
the union, and no other steps 
bad been taken by the employers 
in that direction, when suddenly 
an ultimatum was issued by the union, 
demanding that the employers forth- 
with bind tbemselves in writing to 
maintain for one year to come the then 
existing scale of prices for newspaper 
work. Twenty-four hours only were 
given by the typographical Mafia in 


its arbitrary mandate.’ 

The proprietors refused; the ulti- 
matum was unanimously rejected. 
Then followed the strike. 

The only pretext for striking put 
forth by even the most ultra was this 
refusal of the publisher3 uf Times, 
in common with the other daily papers 
of the city, to bind themselves to sub- 
mit to this grinding demand of the 
ubion. 

This hasty body, however, speedily 
receded from its untenable ground. 
Finding itself in an indefensible posi- 
tion, it withdrew its offensive ulti- 
matum within a couple of days after it 
had been promulgated, and the mem- 
bers sought restoration to the places 
they had so recently abandoned,

Idleness and even distress succeeded 
on the part of the strikers. Many of 
them were forced to leave tne city for 
want of employmént, others remained 
to work on half time, or less, in over- 
run offices, of to depend upon the pre- 
carious support derived from contri- 
butions.

A still worse blunder was made by 
the strikers when they supinely placed 
themselves and their cause in the hands 
of an alien master-boycotter—a 
stranger to Los Angeles and to the 
differences between the strikiug work- 
men and their long-time employ- 
ers. When they thus surrendered 
their right of self-control, indi- 
vidual judgment and independ- 
ent action; when they consented 
to cease dancing and take back seats, 
still paying the fiddler while the floor 
was left to be monopolized by **Man- 
ager’? McGlynn, chief boycotter and 
professional labor agitator, and the 
collection-box in the hands of the same 
worthy, the men of the Typographical 
Union committed an irreparable biun- 
der and bartered away their personal 
rights, They are now groaning under 
the burden of frequent and heavy as- 
sessments—for what? ‘To pay for the 
expensive gratification of this man Mc- 
Giynn’s venomous spleen against THE 
TiMEs, and to put money in his pocket for 
his personal uses! Will the men out of 
employment, or in employment, con- 
tinue to be bled for the benefit of this 
demagogue and miscreant? 


Whatever hope there: had ever been 
for areconciliation with this office—a 
reconciliation many times desired by 
the idle workmen—was dissipated 
when they resorted to the bovcott.. 
They know this now; but, so .long as 
the boycott is on, they can only repeat 
to themselves these fateful words: ‘Jn 
vain! in vatn!”’ 

We are fully advised of the state of 
feeling among our former workmen, 
now chastened, and many of them in 
sore need of employment. We are not 
without sympathy for the well-mean- 
ing men among them; but they must 
understand the chief obstacle to restor- 
ation. Nothing can be done with THE 
TiMEs while the boycott remains on! 


The boycott bas not succeeded; on 
the contrary it has signally failed. 
Eight months have gone’ by and THE 
Times has weathered the storm. It 
can weather a much harder storm than 
that which broke upon iton the even- 
ing of August 5, 1890. Let not 
the boycotters and strikers 
further delude themselves. The ship 
is as though built of steel, and it is 
manned by men with hearts of oak.

But most indefensible and vicious of 
all the features is this unprovoked and 
unwarrantable war upon both labor 
and property isthe boycotters’ assault 
upon merchants and other business 
men tho have done them no harm, and 
with whom they have no cause to quarrel! 
It is an outrage unwarrantablé, a 
crime deserving punishment by the 
law, an offense meriting the re- 
sentment of every man and woman 
boycotted. Noman,no line of busi- 
ness canlong rest under the oppro- 
brium of an undeserved boycott. To 
do so is to surrender personal 
rights, sacrifice . self respect, 
suffer the impairment of good will, 
and ultimately to jeopardize property 
and the very right to live. 

Property owners, merchants and 
other business men and employers 
have only to recallthe fact that they 
still live under a government of law, 
which guarantees protection to life, 
person, property and good will—which 
is also property under the Constitution 
of California—and they can afford to 
ignore the boycott, resentthe affront 
sought to be put upon them, and spurn 
the threats of the vicious and cowardly 
boycotters.

OUR DEEP WATER HARBOR, 


1° Anxious residents of would-be ports 


in this section are likely soon to have 
their impatience set at rest, as far as 
the opinion of the Government en- 
gineer is concerned. A special dis- 
patch from Washington to the Sacra- 
mento Record-Union announces that 
‘the report of Col. Benyaurd on the 
deep water 
reached Gen. Casey, Chief of Enugin- 
cers, on Thursday, It will be consid- 
ered by him in connection with the 
report of the commissioner concerning 
the proper point to locate a deep bar- 
bor on the Pacific Coast between Point 
Dumas and Point Capistrano. 
When Congress ordered the Redond 
report it was done mainly as a result 


of the purties interested “pressing the. 


matter, and insisting that deep water 
facilities could be secured there at less 
expense than at any other place in 
southern California, It was followed 
by an urgent appeal by many inter- 
ested between Dumas and Capistrano 
insisting that between these points 
there were locations equally as desira- 
ble for a harbor. It resulted in pro- 
viding for a commission to make a 
general investigation. 

It was expected that this report, which 
would concern all points of alleged nat- 
ural facilities and inducements for a 
deep harbor, would be submitted some.

THE MAFIA LYNCHING. 


The Story of Parkerson, Who 
Led the Crowd. 


A QUIET BUT DETERMINED MAN 


the Preparationgfor the Lynch- 
ing Were Made — Parkerson 
Didn't Fire a Shot—Im- 
_plicitly Obeyed. 


William 8S, Parkinson, the leader of 
the “‘regulators,”’ is only 34 years old, 
says a correspondent of the New York 
Tribune, is exactly six feet high, heavy 
built, and dresses in a brown tweed 
suit, with a plain black necktie. His 
head is large and bis eyes are intensely 
black, quiet in repose, but snapping 
firein moments of excitement. The 
most striking thing about Parkerson is 
his voice, which is deep, but soft, 
almost caressing. His manner is emi- 
nently quiet, without a trace of swag- 
ger. Altogether he impresses one as a 
man of great natural magnetism and 
immense reserve force. A pattern of 
domesticity and a great favorite with 
those who know him well, he lives 
with a sick wife and three child- 
ren in a modern house near the 


swamp at the edge of the city. His 
popuarity was attested in 1888, when 
he was made the leader of a body of 
young men who overthrew the ring. 
Democracy that controlled the city and 
elected the entire anti-ring ticket. He 
holds no De rang Office himself. He 
was elected City Attorney by the re- 
formers, but refused to serve. 

“I didn’t take the initiative,” he 
said, in answer to questions. ‘*I could 
not tell who did. It was all done by 
others. I was in court on Friday 
morning in a distant building attend- 
ing to some business, and came back 


to the office after the verdict acquitting 


the Italians. When I got here found 
alarge number of citizens awaiting 
me, some of them old enough to be my 
grandfather. They were talking about 
Lhe outrageous verdict and told me 
they had come to ask me to take some 
measures to right it. After fif- 
teen minutes’ conversation we ad- 
ghee to meet again that evening. 
emetinthe roomsof a young man 
whose namel don’tcaretogive. There 
were about one hundred and fifty of 
us, among them the men who were 
bere in the worning. We stood up 
and were packed like sardines. They 
made me chairman. ‘There was ‘some 
talking about the verdict, and I was 
again appealed to. None of us drank 
anything, and there were no refresh- 
mentsin the room. We all signed a 
call that was published in the next 
morning’s paper, asking the citizens to’ 
assemble at 10 o’clock on Saturday 
morning at Clay statue, and saving we 
would be prepared to carry out their 
instructions. | 
“At the meeting on Friday night 
they tried to get me togoto ihe prison 
tben, but I refused todo anything in 
the night time. From the statue we 
started for the prison, I leading and 
the crowd following us. We had to 
walk abouta mile, and as we walked 
people came outfrom the side streets 
and fell into the procession. The 
women were crying and the men cheer- 
ing. It was the most terribie thing I 
ever saw, the quiet determination of 
the crowd. There was no disorder. 
We stopped on the way tothe prison at 
our friend’s rooms, where we found 
guns awaiting us. I had my own gun 
there. There were about 150 Win- 
chesters and shotguns, I think, given 
out. I never carry a revolver, but that 
morning I put one in my pocket. I 
took a Winchester, besides. At this 
momen I am unarmed. 

“The crowd was composed of law- 
yers, doctors, bankers, and prominent 
citizens generally. It was the most 
obedient crowd you ever saw, they 
obeyed me implicitly, just as if | was a 
military commander. | If there was 
any riff-raff it was allen the outside,’’ 

“Did you kill anybody with your own 
bands?’ 

“No; I didn’t fire a shot. In fact, at 
the meetingthe night before, I had 
said that Matrangaand another should 
be spared, the two who were declared 
to be innocent by Judge Baker, a man 
in whose integrity we had perfect con- 
fidence. I said l would defend those 
men with my own life, if necessary, 
any they were not harmed.”’ 

*“Didn’t it strike you as not courage- 
ous to shoot the lot of unarmed men in 
a hole?’’ 

“Well,” said the young lawyer, qui- 
etly. “there wasno doubt about the 
courage of any maninour party. Of 
course itis not a courageous thing to 
attack a man who is not armed, but 
we looked upon these en as so many 
reptiles. hy, I was told that on Fri- 
day, after the verdict, the Italian fruit 
and oyster schooners along the wharves 
hoisted the Sicilian flag over the Stars 
and Stripes, and the prisoners them- 
selves bad a champagne supper. 

“I regretted the necessity. I regret- 
ted thatso painful a duty bad been 
forced: upon me.”’ Parkerson paused 
impressively, showing that be sincerely 
realized the gravity of the situation. 
“There is no man whois a more law- 
abiding American citizen than I am.., 
I am proud of my citizenship and will 
do everything to uphold it. 

“No, this was a great emergency, 
greater than has ever bappened in 
New York, Cincinnati or Chicago. IL 
didn’t act through a sentimental or 
personal interest in Hennessy. He 
was a fine man and an eflficient officer, 
and we felt that when he was killed 
there was no telling which of us would 
go next. While the Mafia confined it- 
self to killing itsown members we did 
not resort toviolence. But Hennessy’s 
killing struck at the very rootof Amer- 
ican institutions. The intimidation 
of the Mafia and its corruption of our 
juries are to be met only with strong 
measures. Moreover, recognize no 
power above the people. Under 
our Constitution the. people are 
the sovereign authority, and when the 
courts, their agents, fail to garry out 
the law, the authority is relegated 
back to the people who gave it. in 
this case llook upon it that we repre- 
sented the people—not the people of 
the whole United States, perhaps, bur 
the people of Louisiana---Phis is a 
thing with which the United States 


bas nothing to do. It is a question of 


State government entirely, since the 
State controls its own. municipalities, 


CHIEF HENN ESSY. 


A Man Who Did Not Know What 
Fear Meant. 

The late Chief of Police Hennessy of 
New Orleans was a more remarkable 
Man in Many ways than the public out- 
side of that city generally know. 
Blakely Hall, in the Brooklyn Eagle, 
tells some interesting traits of his 
character and says: *‘He was an Irish- 
American, with only a moderate edu- 


| cation and he had not enjoyed many 


advantages in the way of travel or ex- 
perience. When I saw him a few 
years ago he had not attained the 
dignity of Chief of Police in New 
Orieans, but he was known to every 
one in the city, and from one end of 
the State to the other, and was easily 
the most popular man among the peo- 


town. His appointment! as Chief in- 
creased his local fame. He was a man 
with a singular charm of manner, and 
endowed with such sturdy and plucky 
characteristics that he was as popular 
among criminals as he was among de- 
cent men. Hé had noidea what fear 
meant, and he performed feats of dar- 
ing and courage which were the wonder 
of the town. [I remember that upon 
ene occasion he dropped through a 
manbole in a cellar in the French 
quarter of the town, where there were 
thirty,or forty blackguards of the 
most dangerous description, seized 
his prisoner, and literally fought his 
way to the street, dragging his man 
afterhim. He was always conscious 
of danger, but never knew what fear 
was. Courage is the word that de- 
scribed the remarkable risks he ran. 
He knew perfectly well that he was 
‘a doomed man months before he was 
riddied by the bullets of his cowardly 
murderers, but he went on with bis 
work in the face of certain death 
without a thought of self-protection.’’.

North Winds and Dry Weather Re- 
_ tard Farming in Central Cali- 
fornia—Fine Outlook in 
the Southern Section.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The weekly crop bul- 
letin says: 


The season coutinues late, and owlug to 
excessive rains, muddy roads and coid 
weather, little farm work has yet been ac- 
complished in the Northern States. Coid 
and rainy weather has retarded growth in 
the State of Ohio, and on the Upper Mis- 
Sissippi, but generally throughout the win- 
ter-wheat region wheat, fruit and pasturage 
continues in good condition. ‘The ground 
is in excellent condition in the spring-wheat 
region of Minnesota and the Dakotas. 
Excessive’ rains have also retarded 
work in Kentucky and ‘lennessee where the 
season is reported from two weeks to a 
mouth late. Grass and wheatin these two 
States are doing well, but the snow and 
treeze of last night will probably injure 
fruit, as the trees are reported in bicom. 
it is also probable that damaging frosts 
will occur tonight as far South as the 
Northern portion of the Gulf States. 
Uregon reports that showers have kept 
the ground moist, and, but little spring 
seeding hasbeen done, There was no dam- 
age done to fruit from the recent frosts. 
Fall wheat is doing finely. 

Reports from California indicate that the 
weather for the week has not been favora- 
bie, although, as yet, no damage is reported. 
‘The absence of precipitativn and dry 
north windsretard growth and bake the 
ground. Rain is greatly needed in the 
grain districts where crops are turning 
yellow. In the foothills the prospect for 
fruit are reported good. 
in Southern Califurnia crops are coming 
forward favorably, Sugar-beets are satis- 
factory to the planters. ° 
SACRAMENTO, April 4.—The follow- 
ing weekly crop report was telegraphed 
to Washington by the State Agricul- 
tural Society through Signal Observer 
Barwick today: 

The past week’s weather was not bene- 
ficial for growing crops, although no daum- 
age occurred. North winds and no precipi- 
tation have baked the ground, thereby re- 
tardipg growth and plowing and planting. 
A light frost in the Upper Sacramento Vai- 
ley was more beneficial than otherwise, be- 
cause it thinned out the fruit buds. In 
Napa Valley the grape outiook is very good, 
although an inch of rain would be very ac- 
ceptable.

¢GOULD AT THE CAPITAL. 


| He Talks Over Telegraph Rates and 


Makes Social Calls. 
WASHINGTON, Gould 
and son George had along conference 
with Postmaster General Wanamaker 
today. The question of the Pacific 
Mail steamship line, of which George 
Gould is president, in connection with 
the new postal subsidy act, was dis- 
cussed. Gould stated that he was 
willing to guarantee that whatever 
moneys might be granted the steam- 
ship company under that act would 
be expended in creating new lines, 
The question of rates o.. Government 
telegraph business from July 1, 1891, 
were also discussed, as was the ques- 
tion of increased mail facilities on the 
Union Pacific. 

Telegraph tolls, however, were the 
principal theme of talk. Next June 
it will be two years since Wanamaker 
fixed the schedule of rates which the 
Government should pay the Western 
Union for telegraph service. The 
Western Union refused to accept 
these rates, continued to 
perform the service. The consequence is 
that the Government has paid nothing 
for its use ofthe telegraph since that 
time and the amount now due the com<- 
pany has reached large proportions. 
Gould talked the matter over with 
Wanamaker, but no definite conclu- 
sion was reached. Gould and his son 
subsequently called on the President, 
Secretary Foster and Secretary Tracy 
and spent a short time in the society of 
each. Itis learned that these visits 
were merely social in character and 
bad no political or financial signifi- 
cance. 


Young Hearst’s Enterprise. 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—W. R. 
Hearst, son of the late Senator Hearst 
of California, has just established in 
this city a bureau to carry out the pro- 
visions of the bill championed by bis 
father, passed by the last Congress, 
providing for payment of Indian dep- 
redation claims, which will probably 
amount to .$20,000,000 or more. The 
bill transfers jurisdiction over these 
claims from the Interior Department 
to the Couct of Claims, extending it to 
all cases examined and allowed by the 
Department. It also declares void all 
contracts between client and attorney, 
and will affect hundreds of attorneys 
who have already contracts, inasmuch 
as their efforts so far will be lost, 
should their clients desire to employ 
new legal assistance. Hearst’s bureau 
will be called the ‘““Examiner’s,”’ in 
honor of his San Francisco newspaper.

Singular Circumstances Attending 
a Stockbroker’s Death. 

SAN Francisco, April 4.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Ihe Examiner 
this morning, in an article on the 
death of Col. Deane, a well-known 
stockbroker, which occurred at Oak- 
land last night, says: 

On March 30 one Carl Vost subscribed to 
a lengthy document before a notary public 
reciting that he (Vost) had been instructed 
by Providence to invest #1000 in mining 
stocks March 14, aud that said stocks were 
to return him the sum _ of 50. 
The value of the stock depreciated, 
however, and Vost lost bis investment. He 
demanded that Deane, to whouw it is stated 
Vost was unknown, pay him the amount 
be (Vost) should have made on the invest- 
ment. On Deane’s refusal Vost drew up a 
ducument, as stated, declaring it the will of 
Providence that Deane sbouid die a ‘natu- 
ral but judiclal death’ at midday, Friday, 
Ant 3. Yesterday about noon Deane was 
taken ill with viclent hemorrhages of the 
stomach and died late last nigut. Vost is 
missing. Veane is stated to bave been a 
relative of the late lsaac Butt, M. P., 
i> age in the Irish home rule move- 

SAN JosE, April 4.—Dr. Earl Vost. 
the man who predicted the death 
of Col. Deane, tne stock broker, is an 
old resident of this city, and in 1886 
was considered one of the best pbysi- 
cians in the county. He came here in 
1867, and in 1868 his wife died. Since 
that time his mind has been failing. 
He bas been dealing in mining stocks 
considerable, with varying fortune. 
He won $1800 two weeks ago and in- 
tends to go to Europe on that amount. 
W hen interviewed tonight in regard to 
Dean’s death he refused to make any 
statement, but said any one who vio- 
lates or treats the mandate of the 
Supreme Governor of the universe will 
be struck dead as Deane has been. 

Vost bas filed documents with the 
County Recorder renouncing the bap- 
tism of his son, Earl Adioph Vost, by a 
Catholic priest, and states that all the 
Bibles in the world will be burned by 
mandate of the Supreme Governor.

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LETTER» FROM THE PEOPLE 


Cahuenga Road. 

CAHUENGA, April 1.—[{To the Edi- 
tor of Tue Timwes.|—The good people 
of Cahuenga Valley are suffering a 
grievance inreference to their roads, 
without a parallel in this country, or 
anywhere else so far as known. It 
consists in being shut off from across 
to the ocean by having all their high- 
ways leading in that direction fencea 
up by intervening Spanish or Mexican 
grant owners. In plain sight from 
this beautiful valley lies glistening 
the broad Pacific, and the sublime 
music of its breakers may be beard 
throughout the valley at any time afier 
a storm at sea, but pproach 
it the people there cannot, - for 
the reason that impassable barbed- 
wire tences obstruct tieir way. Thou- 
sauds of acres in a body, stretching 
from thé mountains on the north for 
miles across the valley are inclosed 
without the slightest regard for the 
riguts or convenience of the public. 
The large population of that valley 
are thus deprived of their most cher- 
ished privilege fhamely, that of access 
to the ocean. 

In the Cahuenga Valley are as many 
as half a dozen large school districts, 
the children of which would take the 
greatest delight and derive untold 
benefit from occasional drives down to 
the seaside, but that natural and ex- 
tremely valuable privilege is not 
accorded them, because, forsooth, the 
pasturage of some one’s cattle, with the 
minimum of fencing, is deemed of 
more importance, Some years ao, 
when the way was open, it was a com- 
mon custom on holidays and Satur- 
days for the school children aud others 
to visit the sea beach for picnicking 
purposes and for a dayof pleasure; 
and as to the advantage of the custom, 

bysically, mentally and morally, to 

hose who ge in it, there can 

be no question; but that inestimable 
privilege has for long years been en- 
tirely cut off, and the public au- 
thorities seem to be wholly un- 
equal te the task of  restor- 
ing it, although it is clearly made 
the duty of the road officers to keep 
free from obstructions, and to open all 
necessary public highways. If the law 
bas any meaning at all it has invested 
them with ample authority in the 
premises, but the large population of 
Cahuenga Valley, nevertheless, suffer 
on, year after year, witbout relief. 
Not only are they cut off from the 
ocean, but they cannot even cross the 
valley from north to south. From 
Western avenue, which is near the 
city, going west for some ten or a dozen 
miles, there isnot a single highway 
across the valley, so that the people of 
the foothill country are in a sort of 
cul-de-sac, the mouth of the bag being 
ut the city of Los Angeles. The prob- 
lem that most concerns them now is: 
how long is this condition of things to 
lust? are they ever again to havea 
road open directly to the ocean? kor 
thirty or forty years they enjoyed an 
excellent drive over a smooth, level, 
natural highway to the seaside, but 
that pleasure has vanished. Barbed- 
wire fences, inclosing thousands of 
acres, now intervene and close up the 
highway! C. 


- The Case of Don Pio Pico. 
DEFENCE BY COL. J, J. WARNER. © 
WARNER’s RETREAT (University 

Poatoffice,) Los Angeles County (Cal.,) 
April 2, 1891.—[{[To the Editor of THE 
Times.] By meddling, perhaps un- 
Wisely, in matters of Don Pio Pico, I 
have caused him to be brought before 


the public in an unfavorable light, and 


placed myself in a humiliating posi- 
tion. Il trust you will bear with me, 
and through your columns permit me 
to make some explanations and replies, 
as well as hereafter some translations 
from a correspondence between Don 
Pio and myself, growing out of 
certain statements recently made in 
Times and a city contemporary. 
Repeated statements which appeared 
in Tue Times, and were not contra- 
dicted, but believed by me to be truth- 
ful, caused me to appear before the 
Board of Supervisors and ask it if it 
could not grant some relief to Mr. 
Pico. In placing the matter before the 
Board of Supervisors, I said that Don 
Pio Pico was not only a very old man, 
but was born in this county. I alsore- 
lated how, when he was a young man 
aud in humble circumstances, aud 
without the leasthope or prospect of 
reward, but from feelingsof humanity 
and benevolence, he befriended a party 
ot Americans which had been brought 
as prisoners to the place where he re- 
sided,and bow he bad taken one of 
the party, an old and sick man, to his 
own house and cared for and nursed 
him with great kindness until he died. 
1 further stated that while his 
character had been many times 
assailed, I bad known him for more 
than fifty years, and most of the time 
intimately, and that I believed the 
charges brought against him were 
without any foundation, and that his 
public and official life had ever been 
that of an upright and honorable man. 
Soon after this the Heraid, as if fear- 
ful thatthe Board of Supervisors might 
give some heed to my application, flatly 
contradicted what I.had said to the 
supervisors coucerning Don Pio’s 
needy condition, and that he had been 
offered a comfortable home and was 
receiving au allowance of $50 a month 
from a nephew. 
THE ‘limes of the 15th ult. contains 
a commupication from a writer who, 
while he shades his name from the pub- 
lic by a feather, does by the readiness 
with which be quotes from legal docu- 
ments and cites court reports, disclose 
bimself to be a lawyer, and probably 
one of the attorneys employed in the 
case of Pico vs. Cohn, as I cannot see 
any motive why any other person 
should intrude this communication be- 
fore the public at the present time; but 
the hope that it might influence the 
court and prevent its judgment from 
being biased in favor of Pico, from 
sympathy for his destitute condition, 
uud thereby benefit the estate of Cohn. 
This writer not only says that a judg- 
ment of the court in favor of Pico 
would not redound to Pico’s benefit, 
but that Pico’s testimony should not 
be credited by any court, and in sup- 
port of this assertion cites sundry 
United States Supreme Court reports. 
I shall not attempt, at-this time, to 
traverse the allegations which in past 
ears have been charged against n 
io Pico in the courts and press of the 
country. Both my age and disposition 
forbid that should attempt to cham- 
pion the cause of Don Pio or of any 
other man. Notwithstanding which, 
I challenge “Fact”? or any other per- 
son to produce the record or proot of 
aay official act of Don Pio Pico so de- 
void of honor, so dishonest in its 
nature, 80 unjust in its consequences 
as that one act of the United Siates 
Supreme Court which, because there 


Was no tribunal to which its decision 


could be appealed ,cecreed tha: in conse- 
gence of the taking possession of an 
unfortified. defenceless and «mimpdrt- 
ant seaport 400 miles from the capital, 
(he acts of the Territorial government 
were thereby rendered invalid, not- 
withstanding the fact that the Gov- 
ernment wagfora month discharging 
its official duties and trausacting ts 
ordinary business in'‘the same manuer 
as it bad for years previous, without 


even one 60 veuera 


interruption or disturbance of any bos- 


tile force. 
It is not that a tribunal, 
as the Supreme 
Court of the United States, which 
could have entered a judgment upon 
ite records 80 unprecedented in mod- 


ern history, 80 unkpown in 
civilized warfare, and in such 
couflict with international law, 


should seek some excuse, and as none 
could be found in modern wariare or 
jurisprudence, it seized hold of the 
floating rumors and misrepresentations 
of interested parties to blacken and 
libel the character of the then Gover- 
nor of the Territory as a palliative or 
reason for a decision so unsupported 
by precedents or usage to be found in 
the history of civilized nations. 

The objects of the article in Tne 
Times, to which I have alluded, are 
6vidently designed by the writer to in- 
fluence the courts in the case of Pico 
against Cohn, and to do this it is 
asserted, and an attempt is made to 
prove that a judgment in favor of Pico 
would be of no personal b-nefit to him, 
and even if it should be, his character 
is such astorender him unworthy of 
favorable consideration by a court.

Osbourne were on shore in the village.

HOW TO GET THERE, 


Schemes to Provide Trav lIing Ex- 
pensestothe Woriu’'s Fair. 
CuicaGo, Mareh 25.—Many people 
are already making preparation to at- 
tend the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion at Chicago in 1893, This is indi- 
cate by the fuct that in some .parts of 
the country ‘*World’s Fair clubs”’ are 
being formed with the object of accu- 
mulating sufficient funds to defray the 
traveling and otber expenses of mem- 
bers when they shall attend the fair. 
Newspapers received at exposition 
headqarters show that these ciubs are 
increasing rapidly in numbers and that 
much interestis being taken in them, 
Speaking in general concerning them, 
it may be explained that their plan of 
operation includes small weekly as- 
sessments upon tbe memberss, fines 
for delinquencies, and, in some cases, 
the holding of occasional entertain- 
ments, festivals, elc., the proceeds of 
which are added to the genrral fund. 
In this manner, without feeling the 
expense, the members expect to accu- 
mulate a considerable tund by the 
summer of 1893, sufficient, perbaps, to 
defray their expenses to the fair. One 
of these clubs in South Carolina depos- 
its money in the principal bank in the 
town, payable only to a committee of 
six. It is understood that the money 
will be drawn outon May 1, 1595, and 
distributed tothe members, each re- 
ceiving an amount proportionate to 
nis or her contributions.

Atleast that is what a preseut ot 
deer received six years ago from a 
railroad man involved for Austin Cor- 
bin, bauker and president of raliroad 
companies. but then Mr. Corbin has 
a way of never doing things by halyes. 
It must be admitted that he has made 
a very thorough job of his great deer 
park in New Harmpsvire. 

It was something like three years 


deer park on Long Island, then well 
estabiished, began to be noised abroad. 
He bad put the deer which had been 
presented to him out to grass, had 
imported a lot of elk from Muutana 
to keep them company, and had hired 
a wonderful Irishman named Mike to 
take care of them. This was really 
the beginning of the great Corbin 
game park—the mustard seed from 
which the bigger park bas grown. The 
Long Island deer farm flourished, but 
the climate wasn’t suitable for the 
northern species of deer, and, besides, 
Mr. Corbin wanted more room than 
be could get at Babylon, where land is 
held at pretty high acre prices and 
millionaires are as plenty as blackber- 
ries. He wanted space and verge 
enough for lots of animals to thrive 
without fighting each other, and under 
entirely natural conditions, and it oc- 
curred to him thata big slice of lana 
up among the famous “abandoned 
tarms’’ in New would 
answer all the conditions of climatic 
fitness, cheapness and pleasant aspect 
which he had established in bis mind. 
Probably the decision was influenced 
somewhat by the fact that away up io 
the foothilis of the White Mountains 
still stands the old Corbin homestead, 
with its precious heirlooms—the cradie 
which had rocked dozens of Corbin 
babies to sleep, the dishes from which 
they had eaten samp and milk, the 
quilted coveriids, the tall clock which 
had tick-tocked, and the spinning 
wheel which had buzzed in their 
childish ears. 

At any rate Mr. Corbin decided that 
the precise spot where the oid home- 
stead stood was just the place for a 
deer park, and be began quietly buy- 
ing up the farms thereabouts. The 
first ones came cheap, from $5 an acre 
up, sccording to desirability, meadow 
and pasture land thrown in with the 
acrubby woodlots at bottom rates. 
Then it began to be whispered thata 
sporting club was after land and prices 
rose right away. People discovered 
that they hadn't vaiued théir lands 
bigh enough. When Mr. Corbin’s 
identity was at lust revealed there was 
another boom in tumble-down barns

and second-growth hemlock and 
pie’ lands.

Corbin wants some beaverg 
and a beaver dam ortwoon some of 
his brooks, and won't be happy till he 
getsthem. At woives, panthers, foxes 
andsuch vermin he draws the line, 
but the graminivorous wild animals 
are going to have an opportunity to in- 
crease and multiply at will under en- 
tirely natural conditions, unvexed by 
hunters and unchased by dogs of 
beasts of prey. ; 
‘There is not the slightest doubt that 
Mr. Corbin’s deer park will be the 
most interesting, as it is up to date by 
farthe largest experiment ip game 
preserving in the country. I bave 
never seen a more beautiful sight in 
ites way than a great berd of 400 or 500 
deer peacefully grazing upon the mead- 
ows of Chariecote, in Warwickshire, 
where Shakespeare was caught chas- 
ing the ancestors of these same dun 
deer and haled before the forefather 
of the present owner for ‘his offense. 
but Mr. Corbia’s deer should soon be 
as _ to Mr. Lucy’s one. and they 
will certainly have a nobler scenio 
background tor their beauty in the 
New Hampshire hills. He will avoid 
one source of difficulty sometimes éx- 
perienced by sporting clubs with their 
preserves. His game cannot getaway 
except by human aid. Potbunters in 
New Jersey are having great sport 
with the costly English pheasants im- 
ported a few years ago by wealthy land- 
owners there. be preservation 
of flying game in the long 
run svort for many miles — 
t Mr. Corbin’ will 
take pretty good care that gunners let 
his deer and moose alone. There is no 
reason why some of them should not 
become in time as large ard grand as 
the finest specimens ever killed. A 
great buil moose with his berd, or two 
of them in battle for the favor of a fair 
long-lipped cow, would bea sight well 
worth watcling—from the other side 


of the fence or the fork of a beech tree. 


lt is probable that other wealthy 
meo, following English precedent as 
well as Mr. Corbin’s example, will es- 
tablish great game parks. There is 
plenty of land within easy reach of 
New York which can never be culti- 
vated and which is a great deai cheaper 
than the Minnesota prairies. ‘Luxedo 
Park is well stocked with small game 
and fish and rigidly preserved. Ex- 
Mayor Hewitt’s great estate at Ring- 
wood raises pheasants at $5 @ pair as 
well as butter at 31 a poun The 
smaller Stuyvesant estate is preserved 
and worth the trouble, ‘ihe Vander- 
bilt tract in the Adirondacks is for- 
bidden ground to hunters as well 
as tresspassers. Lig tracts of 
land in the Catskills, in the. 
mountain region of New Jersey, 
.pdin the Highlands are owned by 
sporting clubs and willteem with game 
ifonly the poachers can be kept off. 
This has always been found exceed- 
ingly difficult. Killing game out of sea- 
son aud killing other peopies’s game at 
any season is about as lightly regarded 
as stinuggiing,and itis not always easy to 
police elfectually a big tract ef laod. 
Probably public opinion will soon rec- 
ognize such attempts as this of Mr. 
Corbin to preserve the fast vanishing 
game of the country as highly merito- 


rious and tending in the long run to 


benefit all sportsmen worthy of the 
name. No betier use can be devised 
for waste land, andif a new crofters’ 
cau should ever need to be taken up 
on tuis side of the Atlantic by reason 
of rich méu turning cultivable farms 
into forests, tho people will probably 
have sense enough to deal with the 
evil.

HOW THE HORSES ARE HANDLED 


The Duke Talks About a’ Great 
‘Jockey—Over the Four-mile- 
Stretch—Fortunes Involved 
in a Single Race. 
Newmarket March 18.— 
‘[TSpecial Correspondence of Tne Timers.) 
Fred Archer's grave is on the brow of 
a slope which overlooks in many te- 
spects the most interesting and im- 


portant race course in the world. The | 


little acre” in which the earthly 
remains of this famous man repose, 15 
the shrine towards which thousands of 
feet turn every year during the run- 
ning meetings which take place within 
sight of it. On the green-turied course 
which ranges away tour miles beyond 
the last resting place of the greatest 
jockey who ever wore the pigskin there 
have been many romances of life and 
death. No one who has not seen the 
demonstrations at Newmarket severa’ 
times every year can imagine what a 
place this singular wizard of the turf 
occupied in public esteem. There is 
something more than touching in 
watching the hign and the low, and 
the rich and the poor turniog 
from the road to pay a mark of respect 
to aman who was honest in all bis en- 
deavors, and died at the very summit 
of his fame as a rider of race horses. 
One singular thing that strikes aa 
American is that there is far more 
than curiosity in these pilgrimages to 
Archer’s grave. Men reverently take 
their bats off before the simple tomb- 
stone that records the date of his birth 
and death, and women bring flowers 
without stint tolay upon the unpreten- 
tious tomb. Jerbaps there is no 


‘greater retlex of the penchants of the 


English people for sports than these 
tributes paid to the memory of this 
remarkable man, who captured their 
confidence, won their regard and prac- 
tically their love by being faithful and 
courageous above any man of his pro- 
fession who has ever lived. 
There is much thatis fitting in bis 
place of burial, as well as in the respect 
id tohis memory. He began active 
fife on this course, and with the steeds 
that range over its bills. 
in life, the best that there is of racing 
is about him.and a thousand thorough- 
breds are at work on the tanbark 
tracks, and their footfails echo about 
his grave whether at practice or in the 
matchless contests he loved so well. 
“Fred Archer should not bave died 
as, or when be did,’’ said the Duke of 
Beaufort to me one morning as we 
halted by the side of the little city of 
the dead, where his body lies within 
sight of the grana stand at Newmar- 
ket. “He was outof his mind when 
his attendants left him. and a revol- 
ver by his side furnished him an easy 
means of putting himself out of misery 
over the loss of his wife, and the sad

the greatest master of arace horse 
who ever put his foot in astirrup, and 
his achievements on the turf will 
never be equalled by any rider within 
ourtime.

Pleasant 
and interesting as this, and most of 
these places are, there is no course in 
the United Kingdom where so much 
money is spent tor the luxury of the 
tow and the comfort of the masses as 
in. the United States, nor no place 
where good racing can seen 80 
cheaply as in our land. 

The romance and the power of Eng- 
lish racing centers about Newmarket, 
for allot itin the United Kingdom is 
controlled from this place. Here the 
rich and powerful stewards of the 
Jockey Club have their headquarters, 
and their edict is the law everywhere, 
It-ts the ohe~ point from which decis- 
ions are made and given out, A jockey, 
owner, or bookmaker suspended any- 
where in the kingdom has bis appeal 
to this central authority, composed 
entirely of men whose character is of 
the highest, and whose integrity can- 
not be impeached. While a single 
course may be controlled in the United 
States by gamblers and queer people, 
because there is no higher authority 
than that which is exercised for the 
hour, here is review and supervision

by those whose word is accepted as 
law by everyone without question. 
Every year we are imitating more and 
more English customs and the Na- 
tional Jockey Club just organized in 
New| York, composed of the leading 
tracks about Gotham, indicates how 
well the powers and purposes of New- 
market bave impressed themselves on 
the sporting element of America. 

The duke of Beaufort, who by the 
way is one of thé oldest stewards of 
the Jockey Club, while showing the 
Duke of Westminster, the richest man 
in the world, his borse Parlington, 
who started, but ran unplaced in the 
Czarwitch stake which I went down to 
see, said to me: , 

“We try to keep acareful eye upon 
all racing from the lowest to the bigh- 
est. Newmarket, you see, is a little 
place of only about seven thousand in- 
habitants, and most of its citizens live 
for or upon the turf. They are train. 
ers, jockeys, patrons or other people 
interested in the development and 
handliug of race horses, and frequently 
you see a thousand of fine ones in 
training over this down. There are 
training stables all over the town, and 
each man who handles race horses for 
himself or others bas all the comforts 
here that he could find in London. Of 
course many men train elsewhere; buta 
very large percentage of the horses 
fitted or being fitted forthe turf make 
their pace at Newmarket while being 
prepared for their harder work. This 
isin many respects more satisfactory 


but those wholay out the plans for 
each year’s work.” 

How can so many horses be handled 
here by so many different interests 
without conflict? 

*Oh, that is easily accomplished. 
Each trainer is assigned to his position 
over these fields and cannot go beyond 
it. These little flags that look like the 
guidons of a cavairy company indicate 
the training grounds assigned to the 
different stables. ‘they have a chance 
both on the tanbark course and the 
turf which is laid out for them. We 
do not permit them to use the course 
at all for training or-practice where 
the races arerun. It would injure the 
greensward, and when the meeting 
was called the turf would be worn out 
and all would be dissatisfied. We pur- 
sue a perfect system, not only in reg- 
ulating our course, but io throwing 
around them all possible safeguards.”’ 

It is seventy-two miles from London 
to the headquarters of the Jockey Club 
at Newmarket. It is a quaint oid 
town with shops and houses which 
one might readily imagine was a pleas- 
ure place of the workers on and about 
the turf. These managers of racing in 
England have a clubiiouse for their 
use; but itis not pretentious enough 
to attract particular atiention. In it 
the stewards have their meetings and 
lay out each year’s work, as well as 
enteriain their friends.and themselves 
during the seven race meetings which 
are held here every year. To one of 
our kind who wants to enjoy the better 
accommodations of a race course in 
this country these English arrange- 
ments are quite perplexing. In the 
first place it costs $2.50 a head for such 
comforts as we get in the United States

Of course we 
here, but so much of racing in its con- 
.duct as we cau cluster about the cen- 
tral authority is desirable for all parties, 
and we mdke-a point to do it as far as 
possible.”’ 

The Czarwitch stakes, like the Derby, 
St. Leger and Goodwood Oup, is a 
very rich one. As I sawthe field of 
twenty fleet horses sweep down the 
course nearly two and a half miles 
from the starting point, the scene was 
a very spirited one, There was not 
such a great crowd of peuple to look at 
it, but those who did were full of the 
ardor of a great occasion. he money 
consideration to the winner was only 
a little more than twenty thousand 
dollars, and yet more than three mill- 
ions changed hands in the books made 
on the race. The Derby and the St. 
Leger of course carried greater 
amounts, because they are the more 
popular events; that is, the middle 
class of people take more interest in 
them, and putup their money on them. 
The Goodwood Cup and the Czar- 
witch and perbaps the Cambridgeshire 
are left to the classes that are abies 
to wager large sums. 

Newmarket is half in Cambridge and 
balfin Suffolk county, It 1s tothe north 
of London, and the great university 
which gives to Cambridge its name is 
only alittle more than twenty miles 
away, and near enough to imparta 
haif studious_air to this section of 
England. Students as well as teachers 
never shun sport at this or any other 
race course, faras I cansee. Lut this 
one being so near gives them an easy 
excuse for coming to the meeting, and 
many of them join in festivities just 
to get a look at, and enjoy the inspira- 
tions of the scene when big fields of 
great horses come down the long, wide 
track where fifty animals can race side

without the crowding and dangers that 
constantly cling to a round track, 
such as we have at home. 

The judging here as well as the 
starting is much the same as with us. 
The man who drops the flag. as well 
asthe judge whodecides the race, is 
well paid, and their duties are less 
exacting than on our big tracks.

but these are exceptional cases hardly

A few cheap gambiers take 
small bets where the money goes into

saw thousands upon 
of dollars wagered without a penny 
passing, how long a bookmaker could 
do business in ourcountry if he took 
no greater precautions than they seem 
to here. Yet,a man’s position who 
fails to pay his gambling debts is any- 
thing but desirable. At Tattersall’s, 
in London; every bookmaker settles 
his losses, or collects bis winnings, 
every Monday morning. If he fails to 
pay he cannot do business another 
day; ifthe gentleman who bets with 
him does notsquare his losses at the 
same time, his credit is gone, and he is 
barred from association with gentle- 
men. 

Newmarket taught me many inter- 
esting lessons as to the relations of the 
sporting life of this country.

THE OLD HOME OF THE BRONTES 


A Fascinating Description of a Moor- 
land Village Made Famous 
Through Woman’s Genlus— 
Author of “Jane Eyre”

Merch 20.—In the 
entire history of the relation of woman to 
English literature there cannot be found 
anything like the same winsome, if some- 
what melancholy, interest that will always 
cling to the irreproachable name, the ob- 
scure surroundings and the extraordinary 
personality of the author of “Jane Eyre.” 

If your impulse is to visit Haworth, come 
in the summer only. Then there is at ieast 
sunshine. Then fleecy clouds straggle over 
and between the hills as if shadowy hosts 
were marshaling behind the horizon. Here 
and there splatches of color lie against old 
walla and house fronts. The heather 
blushes from the undulant green of the 
moors. And one can then easily imagine 
bits of Apulian pastoral scenery herein the 
shepherds and their flocks, like cameo re- 
liefs on beds of dazzling emerald, with a 
perspective of billowy ‘lines and misty 
clotids, and here and there a savage kite or 
moor buzzard circliffg above the scene, 
fierce and endless in its hunger for unwary 
heath poults or grouse. : 

But at any other time your impressions, 
all the way from Keighley up the little val- 
ley of the Worth river, the stream being 
nowhere more than a tiny “beck” or moor- 
land rill, will be dismal ones indeed. This 
entire Yorkshire district, of which Brad- 
ford is the trade metropolis, is given over 
to the manufacture of worsteds. To the 
right and left of the little branch of the 
Midland railway, jvhich follows the stream 
up the valley past Haworth to Oxenhope, 
are clusters of deserted old handloom 
mills, rotten weirs, grimy steam power 
mills with their huge, half smoke-hidden 
chimneys, decaying arches, rows of factory- 
hand cottages with slatternly women at 
the door, gnarled, stunted trees springing 
meagerly from impoverished soil in 
shadowy gorge and gien, and in farthest 
reaches of prospect, beneath a leaden col- 
ored sky, the crim outlines of barren hills, 
the hollows between showing farther, dim- 
mer outlines of bleak, bare moors, suggest- 
ing the wastes of a mountainous-waved, 
measureless sea, 

The tiny Haworth railway station stands 
in the center of the horseshoe shaped val- 
ley head to which you have come from the 
north. There could be a no more cheerless 
sight than that presenting itself in every 
direction as you alight from your railway 
carriage. The station master, the single 
human being in sight, in’ a sparsely cut, 
threddbare uniform, trots around shiver 
ingly for a moment as if feeble, starved and 
cold, and then snaps himself up in his little 
den with a sharp click, as if in flight from 
the surrounding dreariness. Across the 
track, where there has some time been a 
littie patch of flowers, a lonely, almost 
featherless, altogether bedraggled hen 
pecks at the dead stalks feebly, querulous- 
ly. Thisis all of life there is near the sta | 
tion. Over to theleft, a long distance away 
on the level bed of the.valley, are several 
huge mills. They are prisons in every sense. 
The black smoke, rolls sullenly from their 
stacks. But po humau being is Visible. 
Then there area half score rows of work- * 
men’s houses, little, mean, hard and cramp- 
ed, huddied in grimy, denuded spaces, or 
set on the brae side fn al! mantier of angles, 
as though they had set out to run away 
from the place, and, too:feohle to escape, had 
stuck fast where they now stagd. High 
above this modern Ilaworth, Browmore 
stretches away in interminable swells of 
savace, treeless hills. These circle around 


‘| to the south and west, and your eye follows 


them until it catches a steely gray line of 
what at first seems ragged, jagged cubes of 
rock, cutting in diagonal transverse from 
the bottom to nearly the top of the bare 
escarpinent of another bolder hillside, ter- 
minating in the loftier, drearier Haworth 
moor. This half defined, ragged line of 
gray is the ancient village of Haworth. 

Slipping and sliding along the-sinuous, 
clayey path, you reach the lower end of 
the long, climbing, winding village street. 
Everything is of stone—the houses, the 
gutters, the rain troughs, the gargoyle 
spouts, and the cobbled way, like an open 
stone sewer cut along the hillside to carry 
off the seepy oozings of the moor mosses 
above. There is but the single street; 
Main street, it iscalled. Dank, dark closes 
sometimes extend fora house length to the 
right and left. The yard-wide pavements 
are serics of stone stairs and platforms. 
Beneath the latter are shadowy shops and 
living rooms. All stand open; but few in- 
habitants are to be seen. Those of whom 
glimpses can be caught are little children, 
still too young to be ground in the mills, 
and bewed old -crones of women already 
ground by the mills into voiceleasness and 
shapelessness. Up, up, up fora mile, you 
plod, and at last rencha tiny open space. 
The houses are set around it. closely. 
Quaint shops and ancient inns crowd it at 
all sorts of curious angles. This isthe head 
of the village, topographically, in habita- 
tions and in aristocracy. Not for its :at- 
tractiveness, but because it seems an out- 
let to somewhere, you pass into a little 
court behind the Liack Bull.inn. It is a 
maze of angles and wynds. Suddenly an- 
other tiny open space confronts you. Here 
arean old, oblong, two storied stone house, 
with a few yards of grass plot at its side; 
a little stone church, attached to, rather 
than blended with, a grim Norman tower; 
a graveyard cluttered with crumbling 
stoues; the whole covéring barely an acre 
of ground. These wére Haworth parson- 
age, church and churchyard, the earthly 
and final home of the Brontes; and their 
living eyes ever rested on Haworth moor, 
which rises immediately above the church- 
yard like a wall of rounded stone. 

Llere, withiggthe village nest of the moor 
side eerie, one may fittingly pause and re- 
call the history of che Brontes as a family. 


It will be your fortune to be driven from 


| Thackery and scores of English literators 
in the past, as was the 
_ F. Clarke, of Brooklyn, last summer, and 
as I was yesterday. But you may see the 
old graves the Brontes saw; wander upon 
the moors they knew; study the ancient 
tower that escaped the vandals’ hands; and 
stand beside the memorial tablets to the 
one family that mage ail Haworth a shrine. 
Then, if you will be cautious, and will as- 
sure the simple hearted old creatuge that 
you will not betray her confidences to the 
present precious incambent of St. Michael’s, 
with old “Susey”’ Ramsden—half blind and 
deaf, quite fourscore years of age, but with 
her love for the Bronte family flaming 
deeper and brighter as the end approaches 
—you may go overall the sad, sweet story— 
| of the pious yet stern old curate’s Haworth 
ministrations; the loss of the gentle, pa- 
_ tent mother; the death of the older sisters; 
| the curse of the wayward brother’s life and 
terrible death; the grim, unshaken sense of 
duty shown in thesurviving sisters holding 


the long years of iron-hearted strugglirg 
by the three sisters, ‘‘Currer, Ellis and Ac- 
ton Bell,” respectively Charlotte, Emily and 
Anne Bronte, to reach the mighty world 
heart with their far away, unknown voices 
and pens; the final victory and rejoicings; 
the coming to the gray old village of the 
famous and great to do honor to the now 
wondrous folk of the parsonage; the loss of 
Charlotte’s two sisters within one year; her 
own brief and happy wedded life and ulti- 
mate death; the later death of the sturdy 
old father; the death, but the other day, in 
Ireland, of his surviving sister, the last of 
the Bronte family; and finally, the croon- 
ing gossip about Charlotte’s husband, Mr. 
Nicholls, once the curate here, and now a 
white haired English farmer—all in so 
tender a way that you will more and more 
love the very earth these perfect women 
trod. 


From one’s longing loitering about the 
old parsonage, where now the spirit of envy 
and hate repels all who come pilgriming to 
the former nest of genius and love; from 
wanderings over the moors, to which the 
father and all the talented sisters were so 
passionately devoted; from dreaming about 
the ancient churchyard, with its dank 
graves and soughing willows, and from 
bushed and pensive lingering within the 
church by the very spot where all these 
loving and loyal, sad and tempestuous, 
hearts are resting in the eternal silences, it 
is a delight, if still a melancholy pleasure, 
to turn toan humble home not a stone’s 
throw from parsonage, church and graves, 
where a younger cousin of Charlotte’s faith- 
ful nurse, Martha Brown, has with’ dog- 
ged fidelity to a generous sentiment, gath- 
ered together many of the scattered relics 
of the old Bronte household. With marked 
contrast to the clerical brute who has re- 
peatedly declared that the name of Bronte 
was hateful to him; that it was not his 
duty “to maintain a show place for stran- 
gers, but a house of prayer for the 
praise of God;” that the memory of this 
family represen to him merely “a rec- 
ollection of a predecessor incumbetit;’”’ and 
who bas done everything in his little pow- 
er to destroy the greatest and least vestiges 
of as noble and tender personalities and in- 
fluences as ever hullowed English soil—this 
young man, a poor man besides, Robinson 
Brown, of 123 Main street, Haworth, has 
passed a life of sacrifice and almost person- 
al want to secure these precious relics and 
to generously welcome all strangers who 
may wish to seethem. His home is the 
only real Bronte shrine in Haworth. The 
curate rules the village with a spiritual 
rod of iron, and this local autocracy makes 
it treasonin Haworth to be interested in 
Bronte relics and memorials. 

Mr. Brown’s coliection comprises a few 
paintings, many drawings and_ several 
specimens of needlework, all done by 
Chariotte. There isadrawingin sepia of 
a revenue cutter becalmed at sea in soft 
and humid moonlight. The pencil draw- 
ings are numerous. Three of these are 're- 
markably true to nature. Two are of a 
laughing and acrying child. The other is 
a river bridgeand mountain scene, full of 
delicacy and feeling. Her skill in needle- 
work, and what would now be termed art 
embroidery, was supefior. An extraordi- 
nary piece of this needlework is a study of 
a youthful shepherd and shepherdess tend- 
ing a flock of moorland sheep, the faces all 
being partially laid in with water colors, 
The only painting of Charlotte in oil, done 
during her lifetime, is also here. There 
are several of her letters in her wonderfully 
minute and perfect chirograpby, and one 
was particularly interesting to me because 
written to the ‘‘old Susey’’'I had seen. 

There is also in the collection a spotted 
print dress worn by the novelist; hershaw! 
and brooch, ‘and a lock of her hair given by 
her husband, Mr. Nicholls, to Martha 
Brown. Several old reviews containing 
notices of the Bronte family and their 
work, which were in her possession, are 
here. One, The Quarterly Review for De- 
cember, 1838, hurt her deeply. Its review 
of “Jane EKyre’’ refers to the author as hav- 
ing “horrid taste.’’. Twoof the most in- 
teresting articles to be seen are a water 
color sketch by the novelist’s own hand 
representing her favorite dog, ‘‘Floss,” 
chasing a grouse over a reach of drear 
moorland, and a priceless autograph copy 
the beloved nurse, Martha Brown. A 
Charlotte is here—all but the rockers. 
Those have been chipped off and given as 
mementos to pilgrims from our own coun- 


There are also a small wooden trinket 
box containing cloak and shoe buckles, 


from her room, and a silk patchwork 
counterpane, one among ‘countiess proofs 
of the dogged patience and unconquera- 
ble pluck of the half blind authoress. But 
a single article remains as & reminder of 
the sad 
Patrick Branwell Bronte, the brilliant 
and unfortunate brother. A capital oil 
painting of the canny ancient sexton, 
*Bill Brown,” a character who reminds 
one forcibly of the old wretch who still 
officiates at “Scotch marriages,” at Gretna 
Green, was the work’of this misdirected 
and self destroying genius. «

He was 
born Patrickmas day, 1777, his name being 
changed to Bronte at the suggestion of his 
benefactor, the Rev. Mr. Tighe, rector of 
Drumgooland parish, in Down. Fine in 
physique, handsome and ambitious, he fore-

The question of a brand for each 
locality in Los Angeles county, where 
& speciaity is made of citrus fruits, is 
agitating the people in every direction.

The Riverside 
brand sells fruit at the market at from 
50 cents to 31.00 per box higher than 
any other, except that from a few 
localities where the growers have 
forced themselves tothe front by in- 
sisting that their locality should have 
credit for the fruit they produced. 
Heretofore the packers have had it all 
their own way, and any really good 
fruit has been branded tv suit the 
market, or any name from which they 
could: realize the best protit. In- 
cidentaliy this has been Riverside, 
and the injustice comes. from the fact 
that the packers here buy our fruit, 
not on its merits but on the unjust 
reputation that we have gained priuci- 
paily by their manipulation, and sell it 
on its merits. labeled Riverside; thus 
pocketing not only their legitimate 
profit but a much larger one, cunsist- 
ing ot the difference in grade between 
the buying and selling. In proof that 
there is no need Of this; if packers aud 
commission men will play tair, we have 
only to cite a case right here of a gen- 
tleman who has found a commission 
man, who is honest, or who dares not 
be dishonest, and is realizing net re- 
turns equal to Riverside’s best. They 
are labeied “Covina Washington Na- 
vel, Golden Eagle Brana.’”’ We would

PLANT THE MISSION OLIVE. 


itis More Profitable and Superior to 
Any New Variety. 

Few men in this State, says the Cit- 
rograpb, have had any more practical 
experience in olive oil making than 
Frank A. Kimball, of National City. 
For this reason we print below a letter 
written by him to E. W. Harold, of 
Santa Paula, and published by the 
Chronicle of that place. We also give 
place to the letter because its conclu- 
sions agree with our 

Ihave your letter of the 25th inst. 
before me, and note your success in 
planting olives, and congratulate you 
Now i regard to planting olives f 

Now in to planting olives for 
oil—I plant the “Mission” for oil— 
have done so from the first, and-have 
sold many thousand trees and am now 
buying the olives for oil—and bave the 
finest oil plant on the continent. 

Three years avo last March I sold 
one of my neighbors 600 two-year-old 
olive trees, and am now paying him 
more than $200 per acre for the fruit 
on the trees tor oil. The same party 
has 600 other Mission trees, which are 
just beginning to turn their fruit red, 
and these I have bought for pickling, 
and nobody can bring a foreign olive 
that will excel them. 

My Mission olives pickled are as 
much superior to the imported Queen 
olive as cheese is to chalk. I have 
planted 1000 this summer (August) and 
shall plant 200 more this coming win- 


ter, 

The Mission olive is thoroughly ac- 
climated, and we know its value; the 
new varieties of olives have not been 
tested, and the tesiing may take a long 
time, and there are plenty of them 
planted out now to prove their good 
qualities, and their adaptability to our 
soil, climate and conditions. 

I intended to set out three or four 
thousand more from my own nursery, 
this winter, but I have sold the land on 
which I might have put them, and the 
purchaser, a man from Olathe, Kansas, 
will plant with oranges and lemons. 

1 have tried and now have a dozen or 
two varieties, some six years old, from 
which I have not taken a hatful of 
fruit, while from Missions of same 
age, have taken ten or twelve gal- 
lons. I have pickied eleven ga!lons 
from atree four years and six months 
from planting of cuttings, and [ have 
taken twenty-three gallons from a tree 
less than six years old, and bave some 
192 gallons pickied from a single tree 
at the old mission. 

The new varieties are to sell here 
this season (as the nurserymen say) at 
75 cents to $1 per tree three or four feet 
high. The Mission suits me for oil and 
woge, and so fur as 1 know is the

Olive Oil! Biil. 

The Governor has signed the follow- 
ing bill relating to the purity of olive 
oil, and the law is now in force: 

Section 1. Every manufacturer or 
dealer in olive oil shall place upon 
every bottle or can filled with olive 
oii and exposed or offered for sale as 
such, a label stating clearly the name 
and address of the manufacturer or 
dealer, and the place of manufacture, 
and shall file with the State Board of 
Horticulture a copy of said label, ac- 
companied by an affidavit that it is 
pure, and that this act has been com- 
plied with. | 

Sec. 2. Whoever adulterates olive

How Female Intants Are. Merci- 
lessiy Disposed Of, 
Joseph Sims in Sacramento 

It anything is needed to prove the 
utterly uncivilized condition of the 
Chinese, it is found in their treatment 
of the female sex, We muy mention 
Lue fact that teus of thousands of re- 
cently born giris among the poorer 
Classes are thrown out to perish, and 
that atl Shanghai we saw a tower for- 
merly used to facilitate this infanti- 
cide, It ts practised in every part of 
Chiua, ‘but especiaily in the interior 
and in the Loess district. As soon as 
we get wany miles from the coast, it is 
quile usual to see near wa Joss Louse or 
p.ace of worship, a suwall, stone tower 
irom ten to thirty ieet high, with no 
dvor, but a bole in one side, reaching 
into a pit in the center. 

The children that parents wish to be 
rid of ure thrown into this hole, and 
quicklime copsumes the lileless 
torm. It is said that the priests 
take charge of this cruel work. It has 
been estimated Lbat every year 200,000 
temale babes are brutally siaughtered 
iu the One Ciiinaman, being 
interrogated about the destruction of 
his rece. tly porn girl, said: “lhe wife 
‘ery and cry, but kill ailee same.” In 
every large city in Chiuathere are asy- 
-lums for cure ol orphans, supported | 
aud couducted by foreigners, wu save 
yearly from slaughter tens of thous- 
ands of temale iniants, 

At Hankow, which ig 600 miles in- 
land, we visited a Rowan Catholic 
orphanage tor children that have thus 
been cast oul to perish. Mother Paula 
Vismara, the Lady Superior of this 
institution, informed us that she had 
received that day, and on one 
day thirty were brougotin. Of course 
these had never been consigued to a 
baby tower. 

Sometimes they are found wrapped 
in paper and left at the edge of the 
river; sometimes they are buried alive 
by the tatber, but while yet living are 
dug up by some one eise, and brought 
to this ipstitution. Several women are 
employed by the Mother Superior in 
looking about for the little victima. 
Upwards of atbousand are received 
every year. Many ot them, of course, 
die soon after the exposure through 
being abandoned, and many are 
boarded out by the institution in fam- 
ilies in the town. Those who accept 
the charge bave to bring the. chiidren 
once a week for inspection, and then, 
ail being right, they receive the pay 
for maintaining them, 

This is an Italian charity, and one 
of the most estimable in China. Du- 
ing the twenty-three years of its ex- 
istence, it has saved the lives of say 
twenty-five x to forty thousand

A BOSTON GIRL WINS $1000. 


The Designer of the Woman’s Bulild- 
ing at the Worid’s Fair. 
CnricaGco, March 28.—The women’s 
building at the Worild’s Fair will be 
built from desigus prepared by Miss 
Sophia G. Hayden of Boston. A prize 
competition for designs was invited, 
and Miss Hayden carried off the first 
prize of $1000, over twelve others who 
eniered the contest. Miss Lois L. 
Howe of Boston was awarded the sec- 
ond prize of $500, and Miss Laura 
Hayes of Chicago, the third of $250. 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, presiden' of the 
board of lady managers made the awards 
after the different designs had been 
carefully examined and discussed by 
Chief of Construction Burnham, and 
other membérs of the board of archi- 
tec! s. 
Miss Hayden’s designs provide for a 
building 200x400 teet in dimensions, 
of ltalian reunaisance stvie, with col- 
onades broken by center and end pavil- 
ions. It will be constructed chiefly of 
iron and stone, and show but little ornua- 
mentation except at the main entrance. 
It will. stand on one of the most con- 
spicuous sites in Jackson Park, being 
opposite the eastern end of Midway 
Plaisance, and close to the main lagoon. 
The building will cost $200,000. 
reason of the use to which it will be 
put, the women’s building will certainly 
be one of the most notable structures 
at the exposition. As soon as Miss 
Hayden's design was selected, Chief of - 
Construction Burnham telegraphed to 
her to come to Chicago at once and 
elaborate it so that specifications can 
be prepared for the erection of the 
building.

LAY SERMONS. 


“What is 1t to be a Christian?” 
asked an individual of a little girl not 
long since. 
“It is for me to live every day just 
as Jesus would if he lived bere in my 
house,”’ replied the child. 

And cotfid she have given a wiser or 
more comprebensive answer, or one 
more easily understood? 

Now what we need todo is to take 
this idea of Christ-living right into our 
hearts, and make it the rule of our 
ac.ions. “To live every day as Christ 
would if he lived in my bouse,”’ that is 
what we want to consider and be 
guided by. ‘Tne religion of Christ was 
areligion of humanity. The Christ- 
life was one which reached 
away down into the depths to 
lift men up. It was a 
Christianity ‘whose every pulse-beat 
«as in sympathy with human needs and 
human suffering and sorrow. Its key- 
pote was love to God and love to man. 
It was not a Curistianity of formalities 
and ceremonials and élaborated doc- 
trinal teachings. The only thing nec- 
essary to be a Christian was to tollow 
Christ. The humble fishermen of Gal- 
ilee became Christians just as soon as 
they responded to the Master’s call, 
“Follow Me,” when “they forsook all 
and followed Him.’’ 
And that is all that we need to do 
today. True~ Christianity has not 
changed since then. It has all the 
beautiful simplicity about it now that 
it bad when it attracted its first 
disciples. The trouble with a great 
many people lies in forgetting that 
simplicity—in forgetting that the way 
to enternal life is plain that a 
wayfaring man, though a fool, need 
not err therein.” 

People over anxious to prove cer- 
tain doctrinal points in their religious 
belief, sometimes lose sight of the 
noble simplicity of the Lord’s Prayer 
and the Sermon on the Mount. They 
make the same mistake that. a certain 
minister did not‘long ago, who laid too 
great a stress upon denominational re- 
ligion, and who wished to ascertain to 
what sect, if any, a Frenchman in 
whom he was interested, belonged, and 
so he said to him: 

“Monsieur, are you areligious man?” 

“Ob—oui—certainement! - religious 
man me—very movoch!” 

“Will you kindly inform me with 
what denomination you class yourself?”’ 

**Certainment—like as me fader.” 

with what especial—er—per- 
suasion of religious people did your 
father associate?” 

**Wid de same like me grandfader.”’ 

“And what was the particular faith 
adopted by your venerable ancestors, 
and transmitted to you?”’ 

The old man stopped a moment and 
replied, ‘Oui, oui, itis de religion of 
my muddab an’ my fader my grand- 
muddah an my grandfader; it ees de 
religion dat say, ‘Our Fader een

We bave all heard men tulk like 
that, but do they realize what they are 
doing—tbat they are simply throwing 
Christ and His teachings aside and 
relying upon their own human efforts 
for salvation? They are ignoring the 
simple and fundamental truths of re- 
ligion because they cannot fully recon- 
cile the differences between creeds 
formulated by men. 

Of course every intelligent person 
desires to be able to give a reason for 
the faith that is in him, and churches 
naturally wish to give expression to 
the doctrines which they teach, but it

COLLEGIATES IN JOURNALISM, 


There Is No Prejudice Against 
hem in the Frofession.

The young geutieman who read an 
interesting paper at the University 
yesterday on newspapers assumed that 
there is a prejudice in editorial rooms 
against college graduates, and in thia 
assumption he is undoubtedly mis- 
taken. -There is no prejudice one way 
or the other, and the university man 
is accepted for just what he is worth 
and nomore. it is admitted that a 
university education is the best possi- 
ble training for mewspaper work of 
every variety, from reporting a dog- 
fight to writing on bi-me.alism, but it 

dues not necessarily make a 
ewspaperman, because that calls for 
special aptitude besides. Perhaps the 
reason why more young men from the 
universities donot take up journalism 
‘is the fact that the rewards are small, 
andaman of brains and education 
can do betterin any of the learned 
professions orin business, if his in- 
clinations turn that way. The few 
university men who take up journai- 
ism are usually those who have a 
special longing in that direction, and 
consequentiy are satisfied with the 
smaller rewards. We could men- 
tion balf a dozen graduates of the 
State University who buve made them- 
selves leading places in the offices, but 
they bave all discovered that there 
was much to be learned about the 
work after they left the University. 
The work is exacting, demanding a 
solute concentration, the continual 
maintenance of concert pitch and com- 
pared with equal grades of brainwork 
not very well paid, but it has a cer- 
tain charm which attracts good men., 
The newspaper office is the last re- 
maining institution where the law of 
survival of the fittiest is permitted to 
operate, and university men who take 
up the trade must understand that 
they will be yalued by their work and 
not by their degree.
